Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 



Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if and 
agreement was reached or any other comments: The applicant's representative Mr. Herbert Goodman and Mr. Richard 
Barth and the examiners discussed the currently pending claims and the discussion focused on the concentration of 
THFA taught by Bezzi et al. According to the Example 4 taught by Bezzi et al, applicant's calculation is 34.9% volume 
of THFA. However, the Examiner's calculation is 38.4%, which does not include of a 100 cc of aqueous ammonia 
solution. As the examiner explained during the telephone interview, the applicant's stock solution is a uranyl nitrate 
THFA solution (U02 (N03)2.THFA), which further reacts with ammonia to produce ammonium diurate (NH4)2U207. 
Therefore, the calculation should be only compare the intermediate-stock solution of U02 (N03)2, not the final product 
(NH4)2U207. So a 100 cc of ammonia taught by Bezzi et al. is not included in the calculation by the Examiner. In 
addition, applicants propose to amend claim 15 to depend on claim 3. The examiners would consider proposed 
amendments with a further search.
